The  subject  of  tuberculous  meat  is 
one  of  the  greatest  importance  to  the 
community  at  large  in  view  of  tbe  fact, 
which  has  been  scientifically  demon¬ 
strated,  that  it  is  possible  for  that  dis¬ 
ease  to  be  propagated  by  the  consump¬ 
tion  of  meat  ao  tainted. 

Various  projects  have  from  time  to 
time  been  suggested  for  tbe  treatment 
of  meat  to  make  it  harmless  to  tbe  com¬ 
munity  at  large.  The  safest  plan  is,  at 
course,  the  destruction  of  Buch  diseased 
)  meat. 

I  A  famous  German  scientist  has,  bow- 
I  ever,  proposed  that  tuberculous  meat 
I  should  be  divided  into  at  least  two 
!  classes,  and  only  that  deeply  iiupreg- 
|  nated  with  the  germs  of  disease  should 
be  condemned  absolutely  and  irrevoom- 
|  hly  to  cremation  by  the  sanitary  author¬ 
ities.  Now,  however,  a  proposal  has 
been  made,  based  on  more  accurate  ob¬ 
servation,  that  the  diseased  meat  should 
not  be  thrown  away  at  all,  but  should 
be  potted. 

TM  operation  is  to  Le  performed  at  a 
very  high  temperature  uud  under  steam 
pressure,  which  would  have  the  effect 
of  completely  killing  these  hardy  germs 
lu  this  way  much  meat  which  would  be 
wasted  can  be  rendered  fit  for  human 
food,  and  it  may  Le  taken  with  impu¬ 
nity.  Sentiment  will  no  doubt  declare 
against  tbe  use  of  diseased  meat  in  spite 
of  the  assurance  of  science. — Pearson’s
